Congress 
man  respecting  those  in  hi*  district 
Then  the  politic  tl  nrganltationsevery  where 
the  clubs,  the  committees,  claim  to  be  ad-, 
visiT*.  In  Customs  appointments  the  mer¬ 
chants-  wiah  to  designate  the  uominee,  in 
Suanciul  appointments  the  Hankers  de¬ 
mand  the  right.  And  ilieu  there  are 
a  great  variety  of  other  description#  con 
uuctud  a  i ih  the  Judiciary  with  the  Poet 
Office,  with  tlie  Interior  Department,  with 
the  State  Departineut.the  Wax  and  the  Na¬ 
vy  Department*,  and  others  not  included 
in  any  of  these.
